They appeared together on the 
NRC program. 
Tsurumi said, “ I think what 
we are loking for is a meeting 
with the oil producing countries 
as soon as possible.”

Development—composed of the 
industrially developed countries 
— as soon as possible, with 
possible

Trees On 44 To Be Historical Site 


The Rush County Historical 
Society has announced that it 
will sponsor the designation of 
those 
controversial 
trees 
be­ 
tween Rushville and East Hill 
Cemetery as a 
Rush County 
Historic Site. 
T h e 
designation 
comes 
fallowing the removal of several 
of the trees by State Highway 
crews. 
A 
county-wide 
furor 
was 
raised several years ago when 
t h e 
Highway 
Commission 
proposed to remove all the trees 
to 
widen 
the 
highway. 
The 
protests were raised again last 
week when several of the trees 
were destroyed with out notice 
by highway crews. 
It is believed that the trees, 
which are mostly sycamores, 
are the desendents of a cor­ 
duroy road that was once there. 
The trees themselves are all be­ 
tween 125 and 150 years old and 
could 
have 
easily 
sprouted 
from a corduroy road in thaf 
location. In the early part of 
the 19th century many roads in 


Indiana 
were 
made 
by 
by 
felling trees and laying them 
side by side to give a "cor­ 
duroy” effect. This technique 
was used especially in areas 
where the land was marshy and 
subject to flooding. The area 
where 
the 
trees 
now 
stand 
clearly 
meets 
those 
require­ 
ments. 
At the present time Hubert 
Hawkins of the State Historical 
Bureau is developing the copy 
that 
will 
be placed on 
two 
plaques 
commemorating 
the 
historic significance of the trees 
in early Indiana transportation. 
The title, “Sycamore Row” has 
been proposed to designate (he 
half mile area between Rush­ 
ville and East Hill Cemetery. 
The signs will be placed at 
either end of the row of trees. 
They

through the generous assistance 
of Philip H. 
Willkie. 
It was

Sneaky it was. . . like the attack on Pearl Harbor 
by the Japanese, the highway department moved 
in their full crew with scores of saws and the 
assault was on. Six trees had been felled before the 
word got around about it. The day was foggy, the 
highway covered with a thin layer of ice, but down 
came the trees. 
The first call came in mid-afternoon from Paul 
Barada, Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce 
and the second from Mel Gray, head of the Local 
Art Department and very civic minded. The news 
was the same, “Do you know that the highway 
department is cutting the trees on highway 44 en 
route to the cemetery.?” 
Wheels turned at once, beginning with a call to 
the office of Mr. Philip Willkie. The state highway 
department learned that a restraining order would 
be slapped against them to prevent cutting any 
additional trees. There were few in high places who 
did not know of the tragic affair. The Indianapolis 
Star gave the story front page coverage with a 
picture of the “cathedral like arch" formed by the 
sycamore trees in our most beautiful approach to 
the town. In spite of this, the highway crew in 
charge of Mr. Hoover moved in extra early the next 
morning and removed two additional trees, 
including the majestic sycamore on the south side 
that has been a landmark for generations. That was 
when tears came! In order to ascertain the age, the 
rings were counted. The tree was 125 years old! 
What a loss! All trees cut were solid, healthy trees 
except one. The sycamore did have a hollow spot 
but a tree surgeon could have saved this tree at 
little expense. The highway department natually 
would not have cash to do this, but those of us who 
feel strongly about saving the identity of our town 
would have been glad to have contributed. 
Rushville has been known for generations as the 
town of trees. For years it was the quick easy route 
from Michigan to Florida and to an out-of-stater, 
the name of Rushville immediately brought forth 
the response "Oh, yes, that is the town with streets 
lined with maple trees." 
The excuse for cutting was safety, but when the 
community, Miscellany, and Mr. Willkie conducted 
the battle in 1968 to save the trees, it was agreed 
that the trees were not a hazard to driving, that 
they slowed speed on the approach to town. While 
writing stories on the affair, many motorists called 
in to say that the trees had saved their lives. 
Without them, their cars would have gone over the 
embankment and probably turned over. 
Seven years ago, the highway department 
promised to make the lane from East Hill entrance 
to city limits a 30 utile an hour zone.. .This has 
not happened. The highway department promised 
to plant trees on the embankment on either aide of 
the highway. These young trees would have been 
planted to eventually replace mature trees along 
the highway. This was not done. But at least,, sev 
en years ago, the highway department gave 
warning to the community. The trees were marked 
with yellow crosses. . .before cutting so the 
community had opportunity to express an 
opinion. . .which they did loud .and clear! 
Another plus in favor of saving the trees. During 
the 1913 flood, the trees along this old cordurory 
road were the only thing that save this high 
embankment from being washed away. 
It has been suggested that this stretch of 
highway be named Sycamore Lane and the 
highway department replace barren areas with 
healthy young sycamore trees. There are only a 
few state highways fortunate enough to have such 
a beautiful landmark, one is in Michigan. . .another 
Logansport, but, in each case, such a living 
landmark is highly cherished. One hundred twenty 
five years is a long time to wait for a tree to grow.

You are told: “Dr. Bowen 
is doin,g a good job as Gover­ 
nor,” and after hesitation, the 
query of doubt; “ Isn’t he?” 
He 
has 
brought 
something 
new 
to 
office, 
and 
it 
is 
refreshing to all, even the most 
hard-rocked 
Democrats. 
His 
honesty 
is 
beyond 
question, 
while his obvious sincerity and 
d e d i c a t i o n have attracted 
'comments by all. 
Maybe his 
professional 
background 
is 
p a r t i a l l y 
responsible. 
In­ 
dividuals have always seemed 
to confide in their doctors, even 
more than a lawyer or minister. 
Doc, and everyone still calls 
him by that title, is proud of 
his medical degree, earned the 
hard way. He uses M. D. on 
signatures on all official papers 
with 
pride. 
Most 
Governors 
have

Bowen believes

term. Supporters make no bones 
about it, and the campaign has 
already been launched. 
Tax restructuring, claimed as 
his 
greatest 
accomplishment, 
came early in his term , too 
early to judge success, failure 
or effect. He returned, integrity 
to public service when needed. 
Bowen has hand picked his 
young, 
dedicated 
and 
mostly 
competent staff. He gave each 
responsibility,

expects 
results with the minimum of 
supervision. 
Beth, 
his

helpful wife, has become more 
active than previous first ladies. 
She has bloomed and assumes 
inereasing responsi'bi 1 ities. 
Doc has insisted on openness

the table. He is quick to answer 
criticism , and defends his ac­ 
tions.

counterattacks 
against

rioters at the State Prison. 
He

usually informs those he ap­

com- 
m i s s i o n s , com mittees and 
boards.

looking for 
an 
open gas station. 2. to w^ait in 
line to buy gas. 3. To be told a 
gas pump has run dry when 
you are still three cars away.” 


Not Prevented Them 
I’m not suggesting that Simon 
is to blame for these defini­ 
tions. I'm only saying he hasn’t 
prevented them. 
Being opposed to rationing, 
Simon has called for voluntary 
conservation 
practices. 
Which 
would be fine except for the 
fact that voluntary conservation 
doesn’t 
actually 
curtail 
con­ 
sumption. 
If there is anything the gas 
shortage has taught us it is that 
as long as X nuinbet of gallons 
are available, X num ber will be 
consumed. 
So when you save (i.e., don’t 
buy) 
three 
gallons, 
you 
are 
merely 
making 
three 
extra 
gallons 
available 
to 
another 
motorist. 
Rationing would avoid that 
inequity. 
For then when you 
saved three gallons, you would 
be saving it for yourself. 
But since Simon is dead set 
against issuing rationing 
cou­ 
pons, some alternate means of 
allocation must be. found. 
I believe the most fair and 
effective method would be 
a 
system of brownie points. 
If, for example, you organ­ 
ized a car pool, rode the bus to 
work 
or 
otherwise 
refrained 
from 
consuming 
a 
certain 
amount 
of 
gas, 
you 
would 


receive 
a 
certain number of 
brownie points. 


Gold Star 
Then, 
after accumulating a 
specified 
number 
of brownie 
points, 
you 
would 
become 
eligible for a 
gold star —a 
decal to put on your windshield 
near the inspection sticker. 
Under this system, one pump 
at each gas station would be 
reserved for gold star motorists 
and would 
have 
priority over 
the other pumps with respect to 
gas supplies. 
Thus a motorist who made a 
conscientious efort to save gas 
would 
be 
rewarded 
by not 
having to 
wrait in 
line and 
alwoys being able to buy a few 
gallons when he really needed 
them. 
The 
brownie 
point 
system 
may not be perfect. But at least 
it’s better than having the next

Evans first reported that only 
four 
of 
128 
water 
samples 
submitted 
by 
the 
Rushville, 
Carthage, and Glenwood water 
utilities 
in 
19'73 
had 
been 
classified by the Indiana State 
Board 
of 
Health 
as 
“ un­ 
satisfactory.” Apparently these 
presented no health hazard. 
Mr. Evans, in reporting on 
other m,alters, stated that he 
had investigated th,e plugging of 
the sewer on the northeast side 
of Carthage and that the m atter 
had been corrected. He has also 
received a letter from Mr. John 
Worth,, attorney, requesting the 
assistance 
of 
the 
Board 
in 
securing 
a 
proper 
sewage 
treatment plant in Milroy. A 
survey of trash containers in 
the 
county 
showed that ad­ 
ditional, con'tainers provided by 
the 'County commissioners had 
solved ovcrñoaving conditions. 
Dr. Frank H. Green, health 
officer,
